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No Emergency 
Felt Here In 
Edison Strike 

OFFICIALS SAY CITY 
PREPARED FOR CRISIS 


No pickets have appeared at 
the Sierra Madre office of the 
Southern California Edison 
Company, and service con¬ 
tinues uninterrupted in the 
area as the strike of approxi¬ 
mately 3700 electrical workers 
against the utility company 
raised doubts here as to what 
might happen if the rainstorm, 
predicted by some within the 
next few days, might strike the 
community. 

According to Charles Law¬ 
rence Washburn, city water 
commissioner, and A] Freeland, 
city water superintendent, 
Sierra Madre is better pre¬ 
pared to meet a water crisis 
than many larger communi¬ 
ties. Reservoirs are at full ca¬ 
pacity and, according to Free¬ 
land, there is enough “tunnel 
water” to last the community 
for three emergency weeks. 

Reserve power for the opera¬ 
tion of the water supply, in 
case of emergency, already has 
been planned by Washburn 
and Freeland. No such emerg¬ 
ency, however, is anticipated in 
the near future. 

Robert Green, manager of 
the Sierra Madre office in the 
Monrovia District of the South¬ 
ern California Edison Company, 
managed by Carl O. Wedberg, 
reports that although approxi¬ 
mately 35 persons in the oper¬ 
ating department of the Mon¬ 
rovia District are absent be¬ 
cause of the strike, there is an 
average of one supervisor to 
every six workers who is pre¬ 
pared to carry on during the 
emergency. 

While orderly picketing has 
been reported from various 
Edison Company areas in 
Southern California, supervis¬ 
ory employees have been re¬ 
placing operators, linemen, 
electrical and maintenance 
workers. According to a sum¬ 
mary of reports, there is no 
cause for alarm at present 
within this area.

Pasadena School Bond 
Election Fails Here 

Sierra Madre voters gave a 
simple majority vote in favor 
of Proposition 1, Proposition 2, 
and Proposition “A” in the 
March 4 Pasadena school bond 
election, but did not provide 
the two-thirds majority “yes” 
vote necessary for passage of 
any one of the propositions. 

Of the 792 registered voters 
in Sierra Madre, the voting 
was as follows: 

498 yes on Proposition 1, 279 
no, total 777; 506 yes on Pro¬ 
position 2, 269 no, total 775; 
441 yes on Proposition "A”, 330 
no, total 771. 


The old Canyon swimming 
pool that has been Sierra Ma- 
dre’s one and only public 
“swimming hole” for more than 
25 years may have seen its 
last days if recommendations 
by the Recreation Commission 
are made effective. 

In a letter addressed to 
Mayor Henry F. Korsmeier and 
members of the City Council, 
the commission expressed 
unanimous agreement by its 
members to the effect that the 
old pool, operated by the city 
in recent years, should go. Its 
objections to the plunge were 
because, in its opinion, “the 
pool now constitutes a hazard 
to the safety and health of 
Sierra Madre children.” 

The Recreation Commission 
further stated: 

“In making plans for sum¬ 
mer recreation for 1953, the 
commisison deems it inadvis¬ 
able to operate the pool as 
such. 

“The Commission requests 
that consideration be given to 
a study of the use of the prop¬ 
erty for other civic purposes, 
possibly a fire station, a recre¬ 


ation building, or for off-street 
parking.” 

The verdict was reported as 
being in accordance with rec¬ 
ommendations as presented in 
the appraisal conducted by the 
State of California Recreation 
Commission in 1949. 

Members of the Sierra Madre 
Recreation Commission are 
Milton Goldberg, A1 Masters, 
Ralph “Pappy” Welch, Mrs. 
Stanley Coutant and City Coun¬ 
cilman Charles James. Philip 
Mitchell, who attends the meet¬ 
ings, is not a member of the 
Commission, but acts as Recre¬ 
ation Director representing both 
the City and City School. 

Council’s most definite reply 
to the letter Tuesday evening 
was in the form of a request 
to City Administrator, asking 
him to investigate the possi¬ 
bilities of operating the pool 
through private management 
next summer. 

So far as the new swimming 
pool proposed at City Park is 
concerned, Councilman James 
made a statement in which he 
said he believed he also spoke 
the sentiments of other coun¬ 
cil members. The council, he 
said, fully recognized the need 
of a modern, safe swimming 
pool for the community, but 
pointed out its responsibility to 
citizens of Sierra Madre in try¬ 
ing to keep taxes at a mini¬ 
mum. 

“We remember that a few 
years ago the citizens did not 
vote affirmatively for a tax in¬ 
crease for the construction of a 
new swiming pool,” he said 

He further stated the city’s 
needs that might be considered 
more important than a new 
swimming pool, such as a new 
fire engine and a raise in sal¬ 
aries for city employees. 

"Unfortunately, good pools 
cost a lot of money,” James 
stated, “and we have accumu-

Kiwanis Urge

Knox Hagar, president of the 
Sierra Madre Kiwanis Club, in 
keeping with a statewide Ki¬ 
wanis movement, has been cor¬ 
responding with State Senator 
Jack B. Tenney, urging the 
passage of a bill, introduced by 
Tenney, that would revise the 
present laws against illegal 
narcotics.

MOW IT CAN BE TOLD 

The Story Back of the Reckless and 
It responsible Attack Upon 3,000,000 Californians: 


TO: 


IHti PUBLIC StRVED BY SOUTHERN CALIFORNIA EDISON COMPANY: 


In the middle of the night of March 9-10, while a panel of the 
Federal Conciliation Service was still working on the dispute a 
small number of the leaders of Local 47, IBEW-AFL called a 
strike for 6:00 A.M., March 10, against the 3,000,000 people 
served by the Southern California Edison Company. 

This reckless, irresponsible, and potentially very dangerous 
action is the culmination of a determined campaign by this imma- 
ture and reckless group, extending over the past several months 
and it is now obvious that this campaign of vilification, abuse, and 
misrepresentation directed against their associates in the Com¬ 
pany, had as its predetermined aim the strike which thev have 
now called. 3 

• ° utstan dmg fact which proves the foregoing beyond ques¬ 
tion is that throughout the so-called bargaining, this small group 
or committee of Local 47, IBEW-AFL, made utterly and absurdly 
impossible demands which neither the Management of Southern 
California Edison Company, nor anyone else, had the right, power 
and authority to meet. Without receding from those impossible 
demands, this group has now called this strike. 

A "Save-Face” Strike Call 

Back of the strike also is the fact that a new, inexperienced, 
immature and emotional young man was elected to the leadership 
of this Local 47, IBEW-AFL, less than a year ago. He imme¬ 
diately began to make inflammatory statements, and impossible 
promises as to what he was going to deliver. Thus he worked him¬ 
self and his small group of associates into a position where they 
were promising the moon and threatening a strike to get it. They 
were finally so far out on the limb that their very position depended 
on their going to the unbelievable length to which they have now 
gone in order to “save face.” 

Reckless and Irresponsible Action 

The strike is a weapon of such dangerous potentiality that it 
is inconceivable that it would be lightly resorted to under any 
circumstances; but that it should be resorted to at all when it 
threatens to stop the delivery of electric energy absolutely essen¬ 
tial to the life of a modern community, is shocking beyond words. 
The interruption of production of some commodities and services 
can go on for some weeks before the general public is seriously 
hurt. But the interruption of the service of electricity to any con¬ 
sumer or group of consumers,-whether in the home, hospital, on 
the farm, office building, store, factory, or for operation of traffic 
signals, water pumps, or refrigeration plants—can cause serious 
damage in a few hours. For example, most farms depend on 
electricity for irrigation, and for operating milking machines, 
chicken-incubators and brooders, and tens of thousands of homes 
have electric freezers. Many factories such as glass plants, steel 
plants, and cement plants, can be caused serious loss and damage 
by even a short interruption. Interruption of service to hospitals 
where surgery and therapeutic devices depend on electricity, may 
endanger life within a few minutes. Therefore, regardless of 
whether there is a law of man against using the strike to stop the 
public service of electricity, every dictate of morality, common 


sense, and decency tells us that a strike is entirely inhumane and 
uncivilized as a weapon where its use might destroy life and prop¬ 
erty, and jeopardize the public defense, health, welfare and safety. 

A Strike Against the Many 
for Pitifully Few Leaders 

What these officials of Local 47, IBEW-AFL, are seeking to 
secure through the use of the strike is called union shop, or “union 
security, ’ but primarily and in essence, they seek only more power 
for themselves, over the Company, its employees, and hence over 
the public service vital to 3,000,000 Californians. Having demon¬ 
strated their inability wisely to use the power they now have 
they seek to add greatly to that power. These particular local 
union officials seek not to do something for the Edison Company 
employees but to do something to them by depriving them of more 
of their freedom. 

So far as their monetary demands are concerned, they are so 
impossible as to raise seriously the question of whether they are 
presented in good faith. The CIO Union, which represents another 
group of Edison employees, some weeks ago accepted the offer 

of an increase of 5 % or $ 15.00 per month—whichever is greater_ 

which the Company also has made to the officers of Local 47, 
IBEW-AFL and which thus far has been rejected by them. With 
that increase the employees of this Company will be receiving 
file highest average pay of any comparable Company in the United 
States. Furthermore, the working conditions, and the medical and 
hospital and other benefits received by Edison employees are 
recognized as outstanding in their quantity and quality. 

Potential Damage Greater than Earthquakes 

If the officials of Local 47 of IBEW-AFL had the power to 
cause a major disaster such as an earthquake in this territory in 
which the plant and system of the Edison Company is located, 
and they exercised that power, such a condition could neither be’ 
tolerated or condoned. Yet here we are today confronted with a 
strike which could cause damage far in excess of any damage 
from all the earthquakes which we have experienced in our his- 
tory in this area damage not alone to the company’s property, 
but damage of even greater proportions to the property and life’ 
of the community of three million population which we serve. 

Service to be Maintained so far as Possible 

The officials of the company are firm in their conviction that 
in the face of this strike it would be a very mistaken policy to give 
these men the additional power over the public welfare which 
they ask; but also, that within the limits of their duty and trust, 
the company officials do not have the power or the authority to 
meet such demands. 

With the assistance of the supervisory forces and the aid of 
its many employees who are still loyal to their responsibility of 
public service, the company will use every resource at its com¬ 
mand in an attempt to maintain vital electric service.

iated no funds for this pur¬ 
pose.” 

His statement included an 
expression of “enthusiasm” for 
local groups that are trying to 
raise the necessary funds for a 
new city plunge, and said that 
“we will in any reasonable way 
assist those who are trying to 
collect funds for its construc¬ 
tion.” 

Another item on the council’s 
agenda was the final approval 
of W. W. Gilders lee ve’s amend¬ 
ed tract map for tract 18837, 
where he has proposed to sub¬ 
divide into 28 lots on Grove 
street north of Grandview. The 
main Issue in the past few 
weeks concerning this has been 
the problem of water drainage, 
which now, it is said, has been 
solved. 

On the subject of TV instal¬ 
lation in Sierra Madre, the city 
has decided to hire a consult¬ 
ing engineer to determine a 
system that would serve the 
best interests of the commu¬ 
nity.
